bald, the most inpressive ceremony 
of the government wilt be followed 
out. 
Under the Constitution, the House 
of Representatives votes

pares the articles of impeachment 
against the official under charges. 
It acts as a sort of grand jury pre­ 
paring an Indictment. 
The Senate 
is the trial court.

its members are lawyers, and all are 
sticklers for the usages.

The procedure In impeachments, 
after the House has voted for such 
a case, is in this*wise: 
A committee 
of 
representatives 
formally calls on the 
Senate, 
and 
officially advises that body that the 
House impeaches the 
official,

senting their “ indictment”.

formal verbiage 
of 
the document, 
the House demands that the Senate 
“shall take order of the appearance 
of” the impeached party and require 
him to answer. 
The Senate replies 
that it will take proper notice. 
Then the House appoints a com­ 
mittee of its foremost lawyers, 
to 
act as managers for 
impeachment 
proceedings. 
The Senate appoints a 
committee to look up precedents and 
aid. 
The accused official is 
repre­ 
sented by counsel. 
The chief jus­ 
tice of the United States is called 
in to administer the

prescribed by the law' for senators 
sitting in such trials. 
The senate sits daily on the char­ 
ges, and as there are usually several 
counts, each is voted on separately.

tural methods in Europe and Amen-1 
ca. 
From statistics which he has 
compiled in the course of an inves­ 
tigation just concluded, showing re­ 
sults achieved in the increase in crop 
production on both sides of the At­ 
lantic, Mr. PEPI mer is convinced th at 
an entirely practicable means has 
been found of greatly increasing the 
output of all the staple crops of the 
country. 
In this conclusion he is 
supported by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
Henry A. Wallace of Iowa, Secretary 
Wilson of the departm ent of agricul­ 
ture, and other experts who have fol­ 
lowed his work or have conducted in­ 
vestigations on this subject. 
Old in Europe 
“ There can be no question,” says 
Mr. Palmer, “ that the problem of in­ 
creasing the yield of American acres 
is one of the most im portant, if not 
the most important, before the coun­ 
try today. 
It is only necessary to ob­ 
serve the rate at which consumption 
is outstripping production^ and 
to 
note the steadily rising prices 
of 
practically all food products to real­ 
ize that this is the case. 
While this 
question is only beginning to assume 
serious proportions writh us Europe 
has been forced to struggle with it 
for generations. 
Although it would 
be going too far to say that 
any 
European country has disposed of 
the problem it is true that the more 
northerly countries of the continent 
have gone a long way in this direc­ 
tion as th e result of a principle ac­ 
cidently discovered nearly a century 
ago. 
I believe th at the intelligent 
application of this principle will do 
as much for the people of this coun­ 
try in enabling them to provide an 
adequate food supply as It already 
has done, say for Germany. 
I re­ 
fer to scientific crop rotation in con­ 
nection with the culture of the su­ 
gar beet. 
“ For years past practically all the 
countries of continental Europe that 
are able to grow sugar beets have 
been encouraging the extension 
of 
this industry in all possible ways, 
by the imposition of heavy tariffs on 
imported sugar, by direct bounties, 
by experiments to improve the qual­ 
ity of the beets and the seed. They 
have done this partly because sugar 
is a valuable crop for its direct re­ 
turns but chiefly because of its in­ 
direct benefits in increasing the yield
